Some people get mad at some news- 


papers sometimes. Sometimes a great 
many people gel mad at all Ihe pa- 
pers. And Senator Minton was a man 
who was mad at all Ihe papers all 
the lime. But when, it comes, to doing 
away with the constitutional right of 
speaking or printing what any private 
citizen thinks—that is something else; 
and the people of Indiana waved aside 
Senator Minton as a madman who was 
no longer funny. 


When I was a very young man just 


starling into this business the news, 
papers had perhaps too much power 
in public debate. Too much of our 
nalional debate was in writing. Ora- 
tory had become a lost art. 


Radio changed that. The return of 


oratory on a national scale, which 
the radio made possible, has lessened 
Ihe power of Ihe press. 


Bui jusl as Ihe press, when in ils 


ascendancy, never even dared to sug- 
gcsl lhal public speaking be prohibit- 
ed, so now il is folly, when radio Iwo years in 
oratory is dominant, lo even debate grand larceny. 
Ihe qucslion of limiling or prohibiting 
what men choose lo wrile. 


None but a fool would defend Ihe 


policy of all papers as being seemly 
and wise. But, on the other hand, no 
American would for an instant tol- 
erale a press lhal wrote only what 
the politicians wanted it to wrile. 


As mailers stand now—and llicy 


have slood Ihus since America was 
founded—we have a press free to 
write what it thinks and a people 
free to read or listen to any argument 
they like and Ihen elect a govern- 
ment by popular vote. If lhal isn'l an 
ideal arrangement al leasl il is Ihe 
best Ihe mind of man has ever devised 
for a freedom-loving people.
